The usual discussion of the size of the 
appropriations which always accompan- 
ies the close of a session brings to the sur- 
face some curious facts bearing on this 
subject. 

Prior to the organization of the 19th 
Congress all appropriation bills were pre- 
pared by a single committee— the Com- 
mittee on Appropriations. Samuel J. 
Randall, a Protection Democrat, had been 
Chairman of that committee and was to 
so continue. The Free-trade element of 
the Democratic party, consisting of Car- 
lisle. Morrison, Wilson, and others, got 
control of the Democratic side or the 
House, and desiring to "clip the wings" 
of Mr. Randall, the great Protectionist of 
their party, proceeded to take away from 
the Appropriation Committee, of which 
he was Chairman, a large number of the 
appropriation bills and distribute them to 
other committees. This reduced Mr 
Randall's power, gave additional power 
to the Speaker, Carlisle, and strength- 
ened the Free-trade element in its control 
of the House of Representatives Prior 
to that time it had been possible to keep 
expenditures down to a very reasonable 
H^ure. The distribution of appropriation 
bills, however, brought about by this 
scheme of the Free-traders in tbe Demo 
cratic party, resulted in an instant and 
enormous increase in appropriations, 
since no one committee or one Chairman 
was longer responsible to the country for 
their size. Asa consequence the appro- 
priations, which had usually ranged 
about 650 millions for each Congress, 
jumped in the 4»th Congress, under the 
Free trade scheme for the distribution of 
the appropriation bills, to $740,343,514. 
In the next Congress they reached 1817, 
878.073; in the next. $1.035,6tt0.10»; in 
the next, $1,037,104,547, and in the Con 
gress Just ended, rounded up about $1,- 

Thus the manipulation of the Free trade 
wing or the Democratic party has on tbe

Tariff Law enormously decreased public

Simple enough. These people make the 
silver question their business. It is their 
occupation, the foundation upon which 
they have builded their political standing 
and success. They are in office and are 
able to hold office because of their demi 
gogic assertions in its fsvor. SettleJ the 
silver question and tbey would be "states- 
men out of a job." Hence their opposi- 
tion to a proposition likely to settle it.

„ probabLe needs abroad 
have helped speculation in wheat 
somewhat, but it has risen three cents, 
though the price is still lower than 
two weeks ago. Western receipts of 
wheat are still small, 1,550,881 bushels, 
against 2,301,033 last year, and 
the Atlantic exports. Hour included, 
were for the week 1.232, 4 12 bushels, 
against 1,541,135 last year, but the 
corn exports continue so heavy as to 
compensate largely, if not wholly for 
any decrease in wheat, amounting Tor 
the week to 3,779,074 bushels, gulf ports 
not included, agaiust 1,014, 390 last year. 
Reckoning half a bushel of corn for 
one bushel of wheat, the grain supply 
of other countries continues much 
larger than a year ago.

The insurgents have stopped all 
communication with the town by land, 
and it is certain that unless the foreign 
warships actively interfere in behalf 
of the Moslems thu town will shortly 
be compelled to surrender.
